NOTIFICATION 

Customs 

New Delhi , the 3rd January 1955 

S.R.O, 52*—in exercise of the powers conferred by section 19 of the Sea 
Customs Act, 1878 (VIII of 1878), the Central Government hereby prohibits the 
bringing by land into India from the French Establishments of Pondicherry and 
Karikalj of goods which, when imported by sea into a customs port from a foreign 
port are liable to duty under the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (XXXII of 1934): 

Provided that nothing in this notification shall apply to goods which are proved 
to the satisfaction of the Customs Collector— 

(a) to have been produced or manufactured in the said Establishments; or 

(b) to have been imported into the said Establishments on or after the 

1st day of November, 1954; or 

(c) to be goods covered by a licence issued by an officer authorised in 

this behalf by the Central Government under the Imports and Exports 
(Control) Act, 1947 (XVIII of 1947), in respect of which there has 
been deposited with the Indian Customs authorities in the said 
Establishments an amount equivalent to (1) the duty leviable on 
such goods under the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (XXXII of 1934) and 
(ii) any other duty of customs which may be leviable thereon undef 
any other law for the time being in force. 

Explanation.—The amount to be deposited under clause (c) of the foregoing 
proviso shall be calculated at the rates of duty in force on the date on which 
the application for assessing the amount of deposit is delivered to the said 
authorities. 
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
